And must we cite the oft- told tale of bloodshed and persecution in Missouri 
and Illinois, where ministers and members of Christian churches instigated 
and carried on the cruel work of murder, pillage and devastation, which 
culminated in the exodus of an innocent community from their hard-earned 
homes, in the midst of winter, across a frozen river and into the depths of a 
savage wilderness?

If nothing 
more specific could be cited to-condemn this world as wicked, and depraved, 
the fact that as a vast majority it rejects the Gospel and persecutes its 
adherents, would plead in tones of thunder against all its vain protestations 
and pretensions of righteousness. We must not be deceived by hollow show. 
Becanse the light has come and had the purifying effect which God intended; 
because, by reason of its reflected brilliance, many things seem better than 
they really are, and because the wicked are afraid to do in open day what 
they once did not, and would not again hesitate to do in the dark, let not 
vain man claim undeserved credit by making virtue of a stern necessity and 
laying to: his soul the flattering unction” that want of opportunity—which 
proverbiully “ makes the thief’—is synonymous with absence of inclination. 

The Nineteenth Century, with all its plausibilities and pretensions, is fast 
becoming rotten at the core. Like a whited sepulchre with a lying epitaph, 
it has a fair outside, but within is filled with corruption and dead men’s bones. 
Upon its surface there may be spots where virtue and religion flourish and 
are increasing, The desert has its oases, and the ocean has its islands. But 
round these, rushes and roars the deadly simvom of vice, or surges and sweeps 
the mad whirlpool of skepticism Our pathway may be blooming with beauty, 
as a grave may be covered with flowers, but beneath all, spreads the fragile: 
crust of a slumbering volcano, a voleano whose fires are but smouldering, and 
which await but the kindling touch of the finger of Omnipotence to belch 
forth their nn ruin upon the world.
